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The  Fifth  Annual  meeting:  and  banquet  of  the 
St.  John’s  Alumni  Association  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  June  9th,  1915.  At  7:15  the  members  met  at  the  col¬ 
lege  where  a  short  business  meeting  was  held.  The  min¬ 
utes  follow: 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Pres.  Benner 
and  the  minutes  of  191 4  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  class  of  1915 
be  accepted  as  members  of  the  Association.  Carried. 

Report  of  the  treasurer  showed  that  a  balance  of 
$10.60  was  on  hand.  On  motion  of  Miss  Klauser  the  re¬ 
port  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Kloster  suggested  that  the  Association  could 
get  out  a  better  yearly  report  than  in  the  past  in  that  the 
new  buildings  should  be  featured.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Deff- 
ner  the  president  was  directed  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
issue  the  annual  report.  Pres.  Benner  appointed  Miss 
Scaer,  Mr.  Kloster  and  Mr.  Deffner  as  members  of  this 
committee.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  be  instructed  to  have  the  pictures  of  the  officers 
of  the  Association  put  in  the  annual  report.  Carried. 

The  business  meeting  was  then  adjourned,  and  the 
members,  together  with  faculty  and  guests,  gather¬ 
ed  at  a  down  town  cafe,  where  the  banquet  was  served.

An  Alumni  Association  is  of  value  to  a  college  not 
only  for  what  it  Does,  but  also  for  what  it  does  Not. 
Complaints  have  repeatedly  been  made  by  college  boards 
and  presidents  of  large  and  prominent  institutions  that 
alumni  associations  counteract  their  endeavor  to  main¬ 
tain  discipline  or  close  application  to  study,  when  the 
alumni  would  unduly  favor  and  support  sports.  “Our 
college  must  have  a  winning  base  ball  team  or  foot  ball 
team,  or  we  will  not  give  financial  support  to  our  Alma 
Mater”,  they  say.  And  then  students  would  enroll, 
and  even  be  paid  to  enroll,  in  order  to  show  their  prow¬ 
ess  in  athletics  and  not  at  the  desk  or  in  the  class  room. 
As  a  consequence  the  faculty  would  be  powerless  to 
maintain  an  efficient  grade  of  work.  St.John's  alumni 
do  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  management  of 
the  college;  they  realize  that  while  we  foster  athletics 
and  also  have  our  field  day,  students  are  here  to  study 
and  not  to  develop  aspiration  for  professional  base  ball. 


The  end  and  aim  of  an  alumni  association  is  to 
advance  the  best  interests  of  their  Alma  Mater,  and 
the  enthusiasm  such  associations  manifest  for  the  in¬ 
stitutions  in  which  they  studied  is  laudable,  and,  more¬ 
over,  peculiarly  American.  In  Europe  we  find  college 
clubs,  but  they  work  more  for  the  interests  of  their 
club  than  for  their  college.  They  consider  their  col¬ 
lege  much  as  a  renter  does  his  farm;  he  gets  all  the 
good  he  can  out  of  it  while  in  charge,  but  cares  naught 
for  it  after  having  turned  it  over  to  his  successor.  A 
college  student  should  be  like  a  renter  in  this  that  he 
gets  all  the  good  he  can  out  of  college  while  attending, 
but  having  left,  he  should  continue  to  speak  and  work 
for  his  Alma  Mater.  We  teachers  of  St.  John’s  have 
been  trying  to  foster  that  spirit  and  with  good  success; 
it  is  as  much  a  matter  of  concern  to  us  what  becomes  of 
our  boys  and  girls  after  they  leave  us,  as  it  is  for  them 
to  see  their  college  grow7  and  prosper. 

That  thought  is  closely  allied  to  another,  namely, 
that  college  friendships  should  last  thru  life.  The  dor¬ 
mitory  system  we  have  favors  the  formation  of  such 
friendship  ties.  The  sainted  Dr.  Walther  pointed  to 
this  as  one  advantage  of  our  dormitory  system.  True 
friendship  is  seldom  formed  in  a  day’s  time;  it  takes 
days  and  weeks  and  years  of  joy  and  sorrow,  of  sun¬ 
shine  and  shadow7,  to  properly  season  it.  But  when, 
for  say  six  years,  young  men  have  together  weathered 
the  college  storms,  have  together  studied  lessons  and 
prepared  for  tests  and  examinations,  have  contested  in 
field  sports,  have  corrected  each  others  foibles  and 
strengthened  each  others  characters,  they  are  the  bet¬ 
ter  prepared  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  fighting 


the  battles  of  the  Lord  as  soldiers  of  the  cross.  Our 
alumni  association  is  a  tie  of  close  friendship  which 
binds  St.  John’s  graduates  together  in  a  friendship 
that  has  been  tried  out  at  college.  Our  association  is 
hampered  in  this  that  our  classical  graduates,  of  which 
we  have  79,  and  those  of  the  commercial  department, 
of  which  our  catalog  shows  121,  are  scattered  over  a 
wide  territory,  and  hence  our  annual  meetings  can 
never  show  an  approach  even  to  a  full  attendance,  yet 
all  our  graduates  are,  we  know,  with  us  in  spirit;  they 
realize  that  they  are  not  forgotten. 

Let  college  and  association  continue  in  giving 
mutual  assistance  and  in  fostering  true  friend¬ 
ship,  which  also  implies  loyalty  to  the  cause  of  the 
Master.
